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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After a 
review of the prior art of record, and interview of December 2, 2004, it is believed 
that the present invention is novel and non-obvious wherein no reference discloses a 
method of forming a tube from an elongate sheet of material comprising the steps of 
forming the sheet into a tube such that the lateral edges overlap to define an overlap 
region having an inner overlap portion and an outer overlap portion, punching the 
inner and outer overlap portions to define a tab in each, with each tab including a fold 
portion and a free end extending away from the fold portion with the tabs being 
aligned such that the tab defined in the inner overlap portion is directly beneath the 
tab defined in the outer overlap portion and folding tabs at the fold portions about an 
axis whereby the inner overlap portion and outer overlap portion are fixed together, 
wherein the tab reduces in dimension parallel to the fold axis between the fold 
portion and the free end such that the folded tabs cannot translate relative to each 
other in a direction orthogonal to the fold axis and parallel to the inner and outer 
overlap portions. The rejection used the teachings of Plecker to modify the Hardt 
reference to teach that is known to form the tabs of triangular shape, but it is realized 
that the tabs of Plecker also includes straight portions which would not prevent the 
tabs from translating relative to each other in a direction orthogonal to the fold axis 
and parallel to the inner and outer overlap portions, as is recited in claim 1. Plecker 
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also does not provide the teaching of folding the sheet into a tube prior to punching 
the tabs.
